The great rose plantations ere at 


Ka/anlik, Karlova and KHssoura. ;uid 
tte chief kinds grown are the damask 
anrl various species of while ronua. 
The rose growing district comprises 
173 villages and 
15,r>00 acres of rosu 


plantations, and it takes JiiO pounds 
of roses to make one ounce of pure iit- 
tar of roses. 


The ground of u. rose plantation is 


'prepared very much us. for vine grow- 
ing, 
that la to say, rows of ditches 


are made about a Toot and a halt' wide, 
tind a yard and a 
half 
apart; 
the 


bushes are struck in vertically and 
well covered with earth and fertiliser. 
In a year the bushes are a fool high, 
and at the end of the third year thu 
first rosu crop can be gathered. The 
life of a rose bush varies from twen- 
ty to twenty-five years and then tht 
old roots aru dug out and the gar.ici 
is freshly planted.
